Ceachers’ Salaries. 


West Des Moines, Ia. The salaries of the 
teachers have been raised upon an average basis 
of $5 per month. 

Burlington, Ila. The school board has reduced 
the wages of the teachers, and the patrons of 
the schools are criticising the action in a strong 
lnanner, 

Des Moines, la. The superintendent’s salary 
has been fixed at $3,000 per year; supervisor of 
kindergarten, $1,200; supervisor of music, 
#1,200; supervisor of drawing, $1,200; high 
school principal, $2. 000: science teachers, 
$1,200, $1,000, 

New York, N. Y. Following are the provi 
sions of the law passed by the state legislaturs 
in regard to the salaries of the teachers: 

No teacher after ten years’ service shall re- 
ceive less than $800 per annum. 

No teacher after fifteen years’ service shall 
receive less than $1,200 per annum. 

No vice-principal, head of department or first 
assistant shall be paid less than $1,400 per 
annum. 

No male teacher after twelve years’ service 
shall receive less than $2,160 per annum. 

The salaries of women principals shall be in 
creased by the addition of $250 each year until 
they shall receive $2,500 per annum.

air. Systematic physical training-has for its 
object rather the will training than recreation, 
and this must not be forgotten. Systematic 
physical exercise has its sufficient reason in its 
aid to a graceful use of the limbs, its develop- 
ment of muscles which are left unused or rudi- 
mentary unless called forth by special training, 
and for the help it gives to the teacher in the 
way of school discipline.” 

Music, properly taught in the schools, has a 
wonderful influence and tends to bring out the 
refinement in a child’s nature. By it his dis- 
Hosition is sot te ned and iY becomes more bright 
and energetic than when he spends all of his 
time in studying. Continuing to study without 
some diversion he becomes drowsy and _ feels 
dull. Musie opens to the pupil another sphere 
in which to give freedom to his inclinations. 
It brightens the artistic perception and increases 
the all-around development of the scholar. It 
makes him ambitious and gives him a finer 
sense of culture.

Teach them pleasant 
and interesting games, songs, and marches; pro- 
vide picture-books to amuse them; blocks, and 
show them how to build; colored papers, and let 
them weave pretty patterns; call all of those 
things ‘gifts’ if you will. Mother the children 
more and instruct them less; train them to obe- 
dience, reverence, merey, justice, generosity. 
Learn all that is well done in so-called ‘kinder- 
gartens,’ and do it. In proportion as you suc 
ceed your salaries shall be raised. If you suc- 
ceed you may receive also the reward of the 
magic name ‘kindergarten;’ for your schools 
will have become veritable child’s gardens.” In 
this way build the kindergarten idea into our 
present system so far as it can be made practic 
able and harmonious. The advantage of this 
will be a well graded ,uniform series of schools, 
through which the children will advance without 
a break, without a sudden descent from the 
glories of the kindergarten to the everyday 
monotony of the primary school.

THE ONE-MAN POWER. 


The movement towards concentration in 
school government, which has been so assid 
nously nursed by reformers in some of the 
leading cities, is already showing its evil 
results. Those who were loudest in shout 
ing school board reform, by asking that the 
legislative body of the school svstem be re 
duced in size and that greater powers be 
conferred upon the superintendent, are just 
now silent. Concentration run to seed 
means the one-man power. 

This one-man power is just now giving 


some of these hasty cities something + 
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think about. Those who believed in the 
one-man power, as exercised by the head of 
an industrial corporation, begin to suspicion 
that, after all, it does not work well in a 
school svstem. They will vet learn that a 
railroad corporation and a school system are 
two different things; that the one is a com 
mercial enterprise, the other a democratic 
institution. The one may be governed by 
the iron hand of one man, the other must 
be governed by the people. 

Now the wail comes from Chicago. <A 
distinguished divine of that city recently 
said: 

The idea of a one-man power is not demo- 
cratic, It does not belong to industrialism 
even, and very much less does it belong to dem- 
ocratic education. The argument for expert re- 
sponsibility is good, but you want more. It is 
impossible for one mind to know the 5,000 teach- 
ers of Chicago. It is impossible for one mind 
to be responsible for them and for the 200,000 
children in the schools. We may have a chief 
expert, but he needs assistants. It is not only 
undemocratic, but wrong and dangerous for one 
man to have power to engage, dismiss and de- 
grade the teachers of Chicago.

men—are at work in edueational matters. The 
teachers are the last to feel this movement, this 
imperialism, you may call it, but we are feeling 
it now. The movement is general throughout 
the country and is by no means confined to Chi- 
cago. The principles of democracy are being 
abandoned and in the place we are threatened 
with a militarism in the schools. We are told 
to do things not because expert opinion has 
passed upon them and decided they are for the 
best, but because those are the orders from 
he adquarters. 


It is the same old story applied 
to the schools.

Teachers’ Federation, Savs: 

As Americans we are opposed to monarchical 
government along any lines of work. If a sys- 
tem of supervision is to be inaugurated which 
is to be of a monarchical character, then the 


head of that system should be chosen by the 


whole people, for, as we believe, the unrepre- 
sented women of the state have as deep an in- 
terest in the welfare of the children as the men 
of the state. 


No one man is capable of running so great 


an institution as the publie school system, has 


been the decision of the teachers. It is a public 


institution, it demands a public administration. 
It must be run as the government of this coun 
try is run, along democratic lines. We have 
outgrown the monarchical idea and we realize 
the fatality of returning to it. A revolution 


of present school methods must follow and a 





decided change would be harmful. We have 
worked for years in the Chicago school service, 
we have watched the gradual evolution of the 
system to its present arrangements and we 
know that our system is good. 

The resolutions adopted by the Teachers’ 
Federation inelude the following — para- 
graphs: 

We believe that in the effort to improve the 
conduct of our schools there is danger of sub- 
stituting a system that will undermine the 
sound democratic principles which underlie the 
present system, without correcting any of its 
faults, or strengthening its weaknesses, or sav- 
ing it from baneful influences. 

We believe that we are not dealing with a 
personal issue; nor the issue of a year; nor one 
of local nature merely, but that it is one that 
has disturbed the schools elsewhere, and has 
affected, and will affect, other interests through 
out the country. 

In the early days the public schools belonged 
to the people, and were dependent for their effi 
ciency on the interest taken in them by the peo 
ple. So far back as the time of Thomas Jeffer 
son, that clear and far-sighted statesman, with 
others, saw and said that if there was any dan 
ger of an aristocracy in this country it would 
be an aristocracy of education and would come 
through the colleges run, not by the people, but 
by certain classes, and which teach studies not 
useful to the people, but scholastic studies, 
rather than the practical and industrial.

Which school boards, other things being 
equal, are likely to be most efficient, those 
composed of from three to six members, or 
those consisting of from twelve to twenty 
four members’ Our board for twenty-five 
vears has been composed of five members 
whose term ot office is tive vears, one elected 
by the board of mayor and aldermen every 
vear. The term of office for mayor and 
alderman is two, so that a majority of the 
hoard has official life one year longer than 
the city government, so that is practi 
cally free from danger of interference. 
This size board transacts business better 
than a larger one. We never have more 
than three or four absences from meetings 
during the year. In the nineteen years that 
I have been on the board there has been no 
causes of disturbances among the members. 
We differ at times, but what a majority says 
is the law, and it is alwavs made unanimous 
as far as is known outside. 
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Should school boards allow contributions 
of any kind to be solicited in the public 
schools for any purpose whatever’ It is 
hest not to allow these things, as it is annoy- 
ing to patrons and has a tendeney to make 
teachers unpopular. 

In the ease of sick teachers, how much of 
their salary, if any, should be deducted 
during their absence from school duties ? 
If absence for less than ten days we give 
seven-tenths of the teacher’s salary to the 
substitute, leaving three-tenths to pay the 
teacher for work the substitute leaves un- 
done, but for over ten days the substitute 
gets the whole salary.

When distinguished educators turn their at 
tention to war literature, we may expect some 
productions specially adapted for the schools. 
Prof. Andrew S. Draper has in the present vol 
ume given us a work which may safely go into 
the list of supplementary reading that forms 
such a valuable adjunct to every school room. 
It differs from the lurid literature which has 
thus far been thrust upon the public, in that 
it describes dispassionately not only the great 
conflict itself, but discusses intelligently the 
causes as well as the effects of the remarkable 
struggle for freedom.

ADDITIONAL LIGHT ON Its History. A CORRECTION OF 
ERRONEOUS IMPRESSIONS, 


The publication in a recent number of the AMERICAN 
ScHooL BoarpD JOURNAL on the history of artificial 
blackboard or slating has created an interest in the 
subject and has prompted those who have been identi 
tied with this industry to shed further light upon it. 

Mr. Henry W. Holly, Jr., vice-president of the Holly 
Silicate Slate Company of New York, when seen by our 
representative consented to an interview. He is an old 
friend of Mr. Munger, who figured in the above men 
tioned article, and is familiar with the facts therein 
given. 

When questioned on the subject Mr. Holley said: 
“There never was any such firm as Bates & Holly, but 
a company was formed in Norwich, Conn., called the 
American Slate Company, in which Bates & Holly were 
interested. Mr. Holly, having bought from Mr. Munger 
a lot of machinery and stock for making school slates, 
turned them over to the American Slate Company. Mr. 
Munger declined to treat with Mr. Bates, a writing 
teacher of some ability but with rather vague ideas of 
business and pecuniary matters. The American Slate 
Company was not a success, as they made the manu 
facture of school slates their principal product, and 
though the Eureka slating was very fine for blackboards, 
it would not do for slate pencil, but would soon polish 
and become worthless, and as the blackboard business 
Was not nearly as extensive as now, and the Eureka 
slating was expensive, they ultimately abandoned the 
business. This company used Eureka slating, made by 
a Mr. Blair, who formerly worked for Mr. Munger in 
New Haven, and knew the secret formula for the same, 
much to the disgust of Mr. Munger, an estimable gen 
tleman, who utterly despised any meanness or trickery 

“Mr. Holly, having withdrawn from the company, had 
not given up the idea of an artificial slate, believing that 
there was a want of something of that kind. Ilaving 
seen some soluble glass silicate of soda or potash or 
water glass, then a new thing, it occurred to him that 
this substance, having no gum or oil in its composition 
might make a slate that would stand the wear of a 
slate pencil without polishing. After experimenting 
some six months, he perfected a slate that was all that 
could be desired and patented it in company with a 
Mr. Geer of Norwich, who furnished the funds for the 
same, as his share of the patent Mr. Holly subse 
quently bought the entire interest of Mr. Geer. 

‘This patent made broad the claim to the use of 
silicate of soda, soluble or water glass in the manu 
facture of artificial slates. The title was, ‘Improve 
ment in the Manufacture of Artificial Slates 

Upon the lease of this patent, the New York Silicate 
Slate Company was formed, afterwards changed to New 
York Silicate Book Slate Company, A. IL. Hlocelyn, pres 
ident Mr. Holly was paid a salary as superintendent 
with a royalty on the sale of goods. The company used 
the Eureka slating bought of Mt Munger for thei 
blackboards for a while, the high price of which was a 
serious drawback to any profit Mr. Holly conceived 
the idea of making slating with turpentine instead of 
alcohol, which proved: a success and very much reduced 
the cost of blackboards and made possible the making of 
blackboard cloth, lapilimum or stone cloth, the first of 
any value ever made and which has become an import 
ant article of manufacture, thousands and thousands of 
pieces being made for home and export use No othe 
slating will make a pliable roll-board or for a cloth 
board to stretch on walls or partitions, and standing 
wear beyond expectations It brings a good blackboard 
within the reach of all at a very moderate price I 
can show some twenty years old and as good as ever. 

This turpentine slating was patented by Mr. Holly 


and was never assigned or leased by him to anybody,

ed to use it upon paying 
the same royalty as on 
other goods made by them 
in the contract. It was 
named ‘Black Diamond’ 
by him. The patent claim 
was ‘Improvement in 
Liquid Slating,’ with full 
particulars of ingredients 
for its manufacture as 
required by the patent 
laws. ;

The following from the Preface of the English 
edition tells the story of its beginning and end- 
ing: “In March, 1872, proposals were made to 
Rev. R. (now Dr.) Hunter, that he should un- 
dertake the work. By 1876 Mr. Hunter 
had accummulated a large mass of materials, 
which were then put into the printers’ hands, 
but it was not until 1879 that the first divisional 
volume was issued to the public.

“IT have two or three excellent men whom I should 
like to suggest, but competition is becoming so strong 
and the multitude who apply for places so great, that 
{ feel, in order to receive the attention of the board, 
one must have a friend at court to represent him. 

“Hence IT address you and wish to learn if you will 
undertake to represent my candidate, for one-half the 
usual commission which I will pay in case of his elec 
tion and acceptance. I receive 5 per cent. of the first 
year’s salary I believe your place pays $2,100, 5 per 
cent. of which would be $105 

“This is in case there is to be an opening. I would 
not wish to nominate a man in opposition to the present 
encumbent 

“T send you some of my circulars by current mail 
and will be pleased to hear from you at your earliest 
convenience. In case you cannot represent me, will you 
kindly suggest a first-class man to do so, and greatly 
oblige, yours very sincerely 

“ORVILLE BREWER.” 

The above letter, received by City Attorney Kerwin, 
shows that corruption in regard to school matters is 
net confined to municipal officers, and that teachers. 


whom the public has the right to expect to be honor- 
able, will stoop to all sorts of dishonorable means, even 
to bribery, in order to secure positions.
